Hillman, an 85 year
old female, was committed from Washoe County on April 21, 1988, and was serving 2 Life
sentences for Murder in the 1°' Degree, Robbery, Use of a Deadly Weapon, Uttering a
Forged Instrument, with a Use of Deadly Weapon Enhancement. The Clark County
Coroner’s Office responded. An autopsy will be scheduled per NRS 209.3815. Next of kin
have been notified.
